Using the regular conference season to round into shape, this year's Bogeymen 
rolled into the annual tourney, turned on the heat and won the coveted state champion- 
ship of 1940 by defeating North Park 53-50 in the final round at Morton. It's not 
exactly new for L. T. J. C. to obtain the State of Illinois Junior College basketball crown, 
this being the third time the purple and white have turned the trick in the tournament's 
seven-year history. This year's team, however, probably brought a greater surprise and 
thrill to the local fans than the previous winners due to the unexpectedness of the 
accomplishment. 

After drawing a bye in the opening round the Bogeymen met Morgan Park in the 
second round of play. There were other aspects to the second day of play more inter- 
esting than La Grange's 69-42 victory over Morgan Park. Morton, favored by long | 
odds to come out on top of the heap, dropped a close 53-51 decision to a sizzling hot 
Wright outtit. Morton's hopes for the long dreamed of state title gradually Tell to 
pieces as practically every Wright shot dropped through the hoop. Morton, which has 


never won the state title, had thought this to be the year. Having won the conference 
and with the tourney being played on their home floor, therefore they picked out a new 
and different trophy which they assumed was going to look very nice behind Morton 
glass. For a peek at this beauty look into the show case on the third floor of Lyons 
Township Junior College. 

The officials of the tournament were assured of selecting a winner when North Park 
eliminated Joliet in this second round also. Had La Grange faced them, the Joliet lads

might have been able to put up a real fight. La Grange entered into the third 
round of play by encountering Wright and although the Bogeymen had taken 
two games from Wright, they had both been close and the purple prepared 
themselves for a battle royal. There was the chance that the law of averages 
might come along and give Wright a game, but more alarming was the fact that 
this team had been unbeatable the night before despite the close score. 

A curious twist to the situation occurred when both La Grange and Wright 
arrived with only white uniforms. Wright was determined not to switch for they 
had beaten Morton, were going to win the trophy, and weren't going to do any- 
thing that might alter their plans. Coach Boge went on record as saying, ''We'll 
borrow Morton's shirts and lick the tar out of you. You can't beat us alone so 
how can you beat both us and Morton?" 

Accordingly the Bogeymen appeared, adorned in Morton orange and blue. 
Wright, at first, doubted Boge's fiery words, and proceeded to show that they 
hadn't cooled off since the preceding night. Nevertheless, late in the second 
half they found themselves a short yet seemingly insurmountable margin behind. 
Wright found La Grange's fight and determination too much for them and 
landed on what Wright considered the wrong end of a 54-50 count. 


TWO POINTS 


Before the championshio game Boge and the boys sat down to figure out the 
North Park secret of success. They discovered that they had plenty of scrap plus a 
big blond fellow they put in for prief periods. Yet in those moments he scored enough 
points to keep North Park ahead until he had rested enough to come back in. It was 
decided that the Bogeymen would take care of halt the battle and Boge the other 
halt.

Considering the obstructions in their path, the J. C. shilally-swingers, or baseball 
team as you will, started off the season in a commendable fashion. With the home 
field plowed under, only three veterans back, nine-tenths of the training season wiped 
out by cold weather, and the first game scheduled with Wilson, last year's conference 
champions, prospects for a successful season seemed rather remote. The Purple and 
White, however, took care of Wilson by unleashing previously hidden power and 
knocking off the ex-champs 8-3 in the opening contest. Wilson protested the game 
saying it should be recorded as an 8-8 tie because of the five runs they scored in the 
first half of the ninth inning. Since La Grange hadn't the opportunity of playing the 
last half of the inning, Wilson's objection was not accepted and the Purple and White 
were entitled to their first victory of the year. 


The second obstruction was encountered when the high school officials decided 
to plow under the baseball field and prepare it for use as a practice footpall gridiron. 
After a little searching, Coach Boge obtained the use of the Masonic Home diamond 


for all home games. With this settled, twenty-five Bogeymen were ready to go 
into action when weather permitted, but the weather wasn't favorable for out- 
door exercise until the week before the opening game. Gym workouts were 
substituted in their stead by Coach Boge. 

Only three lettermen returned to the fold this year. The rest evidently were 
released, traded, or had graduated. ‘'Poly'’ Sarkisaw was ready to crouch be- 
hind the plate; big ''Buck'' Weaver took nis position at first; and ''Zeke'' Sadler 
prepared to earn his $30,000 salary by taking especially good care of his garden 
spot. 

One of the bright spots in this year's nine was Dave Paynter, former high 
school ace, upon whom the greater share of the pitching burden had fallen. It 
was up to pig Dave to take the place of last year's hurlers, Jim Price and Bill 
Moody, and he lost no time in stepping into Price's shoes and Moody's uniform. 

Don Egbert took over second base with little difficulty. Although a noto- 
riously weak spring hitter, the ''Kaiser'' is very adept on defensive maneuvers and 
expects to hit his stride with the shilally along in June. If Johnny Cusack can 
make his grades match his consistency at bat and in the field, he'll be the regular 
shortstop with Jack Ryan ready to step in at a minute's notice. On third, we find 
Rex "'Clouter'’ Barnes. He swings from the port side and is exactly what the 
team needs as far as hitting is concerned. Should he slacken his pace with the 
stick, it will be remembered that Boge has Willig and Biery under contract.

Entering competition with a nicely balanced team, La Grange's pace setters 
opened their outdoor season with a sensational victory over Maine. The Maine aggre- 
gation garnered not a single first place as Coach Boge's speedsters swarmed to the 
pay-off window with winning stubs in their hands. 

The usual high point man of any meet is versatile Herc Timpton, who runs the 
dashes, hurdles, and high jumps equally well. Stan Kennedy, freshman star, shows 
great promise in at least two events. His startling time turned in for the hundred 
yard dash was 10.1, and his winning mark in the broad jump was 20 feet even. 

Another outstanding first year man is Ray Glahn, La Grange's only distance man. 
Ray copped a first in both the mile and in the 880 against the Maine men. His time 
for the half mile was a solid 2:12.5. 

State champion pole vaulter Lee Harden shows every indication of repeating his 
record breaking leap of last year, while Vic Corpron in the same event chases Lee over 
the high bar. Corpron also threatens to walk away with javelin honors as he did in 
the Maine meet. 

In the strong arm events, browny Len Willer competently flips the sixteen pound 
shot about, while big Bill Stewart twirls the discus with skillful dexterity. Big Bill with 
his gargantuan strides constantly amazes spectators with his prowess in the 440. In 
the Maine meet he reeled off an impressive :55 flat, and with better track and weather 
conditions should easily excel this. Other potential point winners of this nucleus are 


Bob Gordon, high jump and broad jump; Darrel Flair, dashes; Dean 
Raymond, dashes; and John McLane, high jump and middle distances. 

La Grange boasts of a fast stepping relay team in Bill Stewart, 
Stan Kennedy, Dean Raymond, and Herc Timpton. This precision com- 
bination decisively beat Morton in an indoor dual meet, took third in 
the North Central relays, eked out fourth in the Armour relays, and 
brutally outdistanced Maine in their meet. 

Coach Boge, stellar leader and adviser of the turfsters, now has 
his guns pointed at the State meet to be held at Stagg Field in Chicago 
on May |8. With such favorites as Timpton, Harden, Kennedy, and 
Stewart, General Boge has good reason to lay siege to the Illinois J. C. 
State title. 

The other big event is the May 4 meet at Grinnell College, in 
which the Junior Colleges of four states will compete. Only men meet- 
ing certain record marks, however, will be eligible to participate.
